COMMISSIONER WINS IN A LANDSLIDE 

Bill Aspinall, our beloved current Commissioner, 
was re-elected for another one year term last 
week against perennial challenger, Luigi Ravioli, 
the company barber who runs his shop in the 
Hampton Subway building in Hampton Bays.

MONUMENT TO KRATZ 
As everyone knows, the entire Hamptons 
Subway system, down to the very last detail, 


‘was secretly built underground in 1927 and 


discovered accidentally during a superfund site 
dig in Sag Harbor in 2005. It was soon learned 
that the burial occurred by order of Ivan Kratz, 
the New York City builder who illegally double- 
ordered building material while constructing 
the Lexington Avenue Subway line and charging 


it to New York City in 1925. With the Feds on 
his trail, he had to hide the surplus building 
materials somewhere. 

Kratz was arrested for triple-billing the city 
anyway on October 11, 1929 for another matter, 
but where that arrest took place was not known 
until recently. It occurred on the East Quogue 
railroad station platform in front of a baggage 
room by 10 cops, guns drawn, shouting “hands 
up.” And so, on this 90th anniversary of that great 
day, a monument honoring Kratz and describing 
the arrest will be unveiled there next Tuesday at 
11 a.m. On hand will be Commissioner Aspinall, 
standing in for Kratz, who has since died, as 
well as Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, 
State Asssemblyman Fred Thiele and State 
Senator Ken LaValle. Congressman Zeldin from 
this district is unable to attend, remaining in 
Washington hoping to vote against the pending 
Presidential Impeachment proposal, but sends 
his regards.

LOCAL GROUP CHAMPIONS BLUE-GREEN 
ALGAE PROTECTION 
Just as the Hamptons Municipal Board was 
making progress toward a solution for removing 
harmful blue-green algae blooms from South 
Fork waters, a new hurdle emerged: Community 
Homeowners for Algae and Mold Protection 
(CHAMP). The well-funded national conservation 
group, which aims to “watch out for nature’s 
underdogs,” officially established a local branch 
last month and organized a protest with dozens of 
demonstrators at Lake Agawam in Southampton 


last week. The Hamptons Police Department kept 


order as tensions mounted at the scene. 
According to a statement handed out during 
the protest, “CHAMP is doing everything 
possible to ensure no innocent algae is harmed 
in the Hamptons.” Group members say all nature 
deserves protecting—even if humans don’t like it. 
Delivering a speech before allies and opponents 
on Tuesday, CHAMP Hamptons President Millie 
Haverstraw Mackie shouted into her megaphone, 
“Hypocrisy overflows behind these hedgerows! 
The very same people who yell and scream about 
the horrors of culling deer and mute swans, or 
who complain when neighbors dare to cut down 
a healthy tree, are now standing in support of an 
algae genocide right here in their backyards!” 
Mackie elaborated further following the protest. 
“Just because folks may not like blue-green algae, 
doesn’t mean they have the right to plan for its 
systematic demise,” the CHAMP president said. 
“Imagine if everyone could go around killing any 
living thing they don’t like, or that makes their 
lives less convenient—we’d be living in a lifeless 
wasteland,” she continued. “It’s diabolical and 
horrifying what they’re looking to achieve here.” 
Proponents of the algae removal plan point 


out that this particular species is devastating the 
local ecosystem and will eventually find its way 
toward harming humans, especially those who 
live in the pond’s vicinity. “Ms. Mackie claims our 
actions will lead to a ‘lifeless wasteland,’ but that’s 
exactly what we're trying to avoid here,” a counter 
protestor and homeowner on Lake Agawam, Gus 
Manman, said on Tuesday. 
keep my children and pets safe from harm.” 

Thanks to CHAMP and the pressures they've 
brought, the Hamptons Municipal Board is 
putting their algae removal project on hold, 
pending further review and investigation. As they 
explained in a press release, “We have to listen 
when anyone complains. We cannot let even 
the most well-researched and sensible project 
commence if a single resident takes issue with 
it. But we'll certainly allocate lots of funding to 
our legal team so they can figure it out in court.” 
The Board expects the case to play out over three 
to five years before they can agree to continue 
their review to decide whether or not to possibly 
consider the issue, maybe. @

You'd drive hours and hours to get to 
the farthest reaches of the state, to be welcomed 
as a new arrival in New York. A groundswell from 
_ the public got this idiocy removed.

A company has gotten approval to build a 
-windfarm out in the ocean off Montauk, so 
far away you won't see it. The power from it 
will reportedly light up 50,000 homes, which 
is probably every home in the Hamptons. But 
where shall the underground cable from the 
windfarm come ashore? Certainly not in our 
backyard, say residents of where it was proposed 
in Wainscott.

Hamptons International Film Festival: 
A Celebration of Cinema

his year’s Hamptons International Film 

Festival (HIFF), running from October 
10-14, marks an important milestone for the 
annual celebration of cinema from all over the 
world. Ahead of this year’s festivities, HIFF 
has announced its new parent company, 
HamptonsFilm, to recognize its year-round 
programming. 

“I’ve been thrilled to watch the Hamptons 
International Film Festival evolve over nearly 
three decades from a five-day film festival to 
an organization providing year-round film 
programming and education to nearly a million 
film enthusiasts throughout the region,” says 
Randy Mastro, Board Co-Chair. “The arts—and, 
in particular, film—bring us all together as a 
community, and that’s what HamptonsFilm has 
been and will be doing all year long.” 

“What we wanted to do is have this reflect who 
we are as an organization,” says HIFF Artistic 
Director David Nugent. “We put on this five-day

festival every year, which is our biggest event for 
sure, but we have been and continue to be a year- 
round organization that serves the community: 
We do a lot of screenings and labs and programs 
to teach kids about filmmaking all year, so we 
really wanted to have the organization’s name 
reflect what we do...People would see the name 
Hamptons International Film Festival and think 
all we do is a five-day festival, when in reality we 
do a lot of stuff all year-round.” 

Nugent is looking forward to this year’s festival. 
“We spend the entire year working to get a whole 
new lineup of films and filmmakers coming. I’m 
most excited for people to come see the films. 
You prepare in a bubble in a certain sense,” he 
says. One of the festival’s series, Views from 
Long Island, spotlights movies that feature Long 
Island, whether they were filmed here, have 
local talent or are about the area. “This year is a 
particularly rich year for that series. We are lucky 
and had a lot of strong work from which to pull.” 

The festival’s year-round preparation process 
unofficially begins at the Sundance Film Festival. 


“Igo to the Sundance Film Festival with colleagues 
in January, and we start there,” Nugent says. “I 
then go to a number of other festivals—South by 
Southwest, Cannes, Toronto—and in February, 
people send us films. We have a few thousand 
films that are sent to us. The programming team 
amps up, we hire more programmers and get 
together with 20 or so different people that help 
us watch these films. We end up with thousands 
of films we’re considering and narrow it down 


to roughly 70 feature films we show and about 


50 short films. So it’s quite a long process, and 
I have a really great programming team, and I 
really enjoy doing it every year.” 

One of the four words in the festival is 
“International,” and Nugent is proud that many 
selections are from abroad. “For the rest of the 
year, the area doesn’t see enough international 
cinema. I really take it seriously,” he says. 
“We have films from Senegal, China—all over 
the world.” 

The quality selections at HIFF each year have

allowed for a nice addition. 


k aptain David Cartwright was born in 1804 on Block Island. 
After whaling days were over, Cartwright captained ships 

that would go from New York City to Sag Harbor, carrying mail, 
coal, oil, wheat and also some passengers. His sloop was called 
Planter. He died in 1858 and he is buried in Oakland Cemetery. 


After Cartwright’s death, the house was owned by a cooper 
(maker of barrels) named Eldridge. The Bisgood family were 
the next occupants, purchasing around the turn of the 20th 
century, so that the place was known as the Bisgood house. 


In 2008, a descendant of the Bisgood family sold the 
property to Steven Barr and his partner, Frank Ahimaz, for 
$1.13 million. They were already Sag Harbor residents. 


“In 2002 and 2003, we restored a smaller, more modest 
old house on Madison Street, which we love,” Barr says. “We 
designed that house with a local architect, Scott Baker, who 
really knows and loves Sag Harbor. In 2003 it was awarded the 
Sag Harbor Historical Society’s award for historic renovation 
and restoration.”

The renovation for the Cartwright house didn’t go as 
smoothly. Throughout the process, several challenges arose as 
they dealt with the village Zoning Board of Appeals 
and concerns that were raised by some neighbors regarding 
the scope of the plans. But ultimately “there was always 
a great deal of local support for our renovating this fine old 
house,” Barr says. 


“Tt was in very poor shape,” he continues. “The previous 
owner treasured the house but was not in a position to bring 


it back. Unfortunately, we and several other property owners 
got caught up in the local backlash against building generally. 
Passions were running very high at that time. 


“Sag Harbor is a wonderful historic special place—a 
miraculous survivor—and there are very legitimate concerns 
here about both what is lost and what is gained with every new 
restoration/renovation or building project. There have been 
many tremendous successes here in the past 20 years, but also 
some blunders and some irretrievable losses. So,1 continued on page 20

understand the overall general concerns. But things 
got out of hand with the village building moratorium. 
At times we felt that our project was not being judged 
on its merits, and that was frustrating. 


In the end, sanity prevailed and we were green- 
lighted to proceed as planned. We are glad we did 
not throw in the towel along the way. Also, we are 
very gratified with the reaction from neighbors and 
virtually all quarters about the high quality of the 
finished project, aesthetically and otherwise. Onward 
and upward.” 


Did Barr ever have doubts about whether he 
would be able to get the house the way he wanted 
it? He says no, because he assembled a great team 
who cared about getting it right. Barr says, “Special 
acknowledgement has to go to Scott Baker and 
master carpenters [and Sag Harbor old house 
specialists] Juan ‘Pepe’ Nano and Paul Ortiz and their 
hard-working teams who practically lived on-site for 
months and months.” 


The house is simply beautiful now. Every inch shows 
loving care and concern for the past history not only 
of the house, but of Sag Harbor. One of our favorite 
features is an upstairs office with a built-in mahogany 
officer’s bunk salvaged from a WWII troopship and 
walls papered with antique nautical maps. 


“Tt’s a labor of love, and often does not make 
economic sense, but we are very proud of retaining 
much of the house’s original details and incorporating 
select components hunted down over a period of 
several years,” Barr says, “from a butler’s pantry 
salvaged from an old house in Boston, to original 
Federal mantlepieces, antique corner cabinets, 
bookshelves, mahogany pocket doors, custom closets 
from antique dressing rooms. 


“We also retained and carefully restored all of the 
original structure’s sash windows and other Federal- 
era windows and transoms, including the original 
semi- and quarter-elliptical windows that make this 
transitionary Federal Greek Revival-style house so 
special. We restored the fluted columns supporting 
the front entryway portico after the original columns 
rotted away. 


“Tam especially happy with the antique carriage 
light mounted next to the side door to the house’s 
mudroom and kitchen. When I first came to Sag 
Harbor this kind of thing, sometimes a lamp from 
an old automobile, was a common feature, but now 
these all seem to be long gone—as rare as 
hen’s teeth.” 


They also installed a genuine seashell driveway at 
43 Howard Street. The shells themselves were actually

So after all that careful and loving work, why are the couple selling and 
staying put in their Madison Street home? “Life has a way of intervening, alas!” 
Barr comments. “We purchased 43 Howard Street in 2008. The planning, 
permitting process and restoration/construction took much longer than we 
estimated up front and at this point, it’s probably a larger and grander house 
than we really need to be happy in Sag Harbor at his point in our lives. But we 
did design it for us; this shows in every way, from foundation, construction,

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Over its long history, the Montauk Playhouse has served many functions, but 
It has always heen central fo Montauk residents and visitors. Its planned 
transformation into a cultural and aquatic center may well be the most 


ambitious iteration yet. 


“This majestic building has served our community in many ways in its 
90-year history,” says Julia McCormack, the Director of Development at the 
Montauk Playhouse Community Center Foundation. “Now it’s time for it to 
become the true community center we’ ve all been dreaming of, complete 
with Aquatic and Cultural Arts centers for the use and enjoyment of all.” [In 
a statement, the Town of East Hampton declared that “the future Aquatic 
and Cultural Arts Centers will be Montauk’s heart and the hub of recreational, 
cultural, educational and social happenings year round.”] 


The rather lovely Tudor-style building, in the geographic center of Montauk, 
was constructed in 1929 by Carl Fisher, the impresario who built much of 
Montauk. It was called the Montauk Tennis Auditorium, a place for the 


sportsmen and women who Fisher envisaged enjoying Montauk during the 
summer. (During the winter, they would, of course, decamp to Miami Beach, 
which Fisher also built.) The Auditorium had a glass ceiling to enjoy natural 
light, but being indoors meant that tennis could be played in any weather. 

It was next to the Montauk Manor, the hotel that Fisher built. He also built a 
surf club with a huge pool and cabanas on the ocean, a yacht club, polo field, 
racetrack, a church, a six-story office building—then the tallest building on 
Long Island—and numerous homes. In addition to all those other activities, 
fox hunting and sport fishing were offered. 


The Tennis Auditorium was one of the last things Fisher built. It opened 
August 30, 1929, just a few days before the end of the

summer season. A few boxing matches were held for the enjoyment of the 
Montauk visitors. 


Then disaster struck. The stock market crashed in October 1929, and before 
long the country plunged into a depression. Many people thought it wouldn't 
last long, so of course the Manor and the rest of Montauk opened for the 
summer in 1930. And 1931. But visitor numbers plummeted, and Fisher's 
company fell into receivership. He lost everything, including Montauk. 


The Tennis Auditorium soldiered on for a while, but eventually, it became a 
car park for the Manor. Valets would take your car, drive it to the auditorium, 


wash it and return it to you. 


Then came World War II. The Manor as well as much of the surrounding 
area, became a naval base. Naval officers were stationed in the Manor while 
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crew were housed in barracks. The tennis building, which was in disrepair 
already, was used for naval training and recreational space. 


The tennis building wasn’t used for anything much after the war, although 
in 1958 it was considered as a possible firehouse. Instead, the current 
firehouse was built next door. A year later, the building was sold to a developer 
who hired local contractor Ed Pospisil to turn the structure into a summer stock 
theater to be called the Montauk Playhouse. 


A stage was set up and chairs added, and in the summer of 1959 the first 
shows were put on. It was not a success. That was the only year the Playhouse 
was actually a playhouse. In 1960, the building became a movie theater, 
which is what it stayed until the early 1970s.

some problems. Locals still remember the Manor when it was empty, with 
broken windows, and the spooky air that surrounded it. The Playhouse, too, 
was abandoned. 


By the ’80s, many people wanted to tear down the building, but it is so large and 
so well built that the cost to demolish it would be prohibitive. No one wanted to pay 
for it. So the Playhouse stayed empty. 


In 1999, the then owners sold the building to East Hampton Town for a dollar. The 
Montauk Playhouse Community Center Foundation was established that same year 
to restore the building and turn it into a community center. 


Parts of the building have been renovated—it currently houses a child care 
center, senior nutrition and recreation center, a town clerk annex, a gym, a physical 
therapy center and an outdoor playground. Plans have been moving forward quickly, 
though, for the planned rec pool, therapy pool, and cultural space. Lifelong Montauk 
resident Perry B. Duryea III, the Chairman of the Playhouse Foundation Board of 
Directors, says, “The mission of our Foundation—to complete the Playhouse with an 
Aquatic and Cultural Arts Center— reflects and responds to us as a community and 
what we cherish most about our own local culture. 


“As we acknowledge the realities of shifting demographics and challenging 
economics, especially for our next generation of Montauk leaders, the need is greater 
than ever for the resources that an Aquatic and Cultural Arts Center will provide. 
Creating a unique gathering space with recreational, educational and cultural 
opportunities is critical to helping us retain and enrich the character of our Montauk 
community and to ensure our future.”

EVE BEHAR, POTTER, CERAMICS 


t’s not unusual for people of taste and refinement to live surrounded 

by beautiful art and fine furnishings, but few would deny that our 
most treasured objects are the ones we use day after day. The vessel 
brimming over with morning coffee, the plate where we lay our toast,

the bowl abounding with fruit—all are incredibly personal and indicative 
of home. 


It’s with this understanding that potter Eve Behar makes her colorful 
ceramics, spinning mugs, teapots, plates, bowls and much more in her 
Sag Harbor studio. Behar always had an attraction to and penchant 
for art in its many forms, from painting to theater, to music and even 
creative writing, but something special happened the first time she 
pushed her fingers into a bucket of cool, damp clay. 


“When I came to clay, it somehow clicked in a way that made me want 
to keep working at it and getting better at it,” Behar recalls. “The fact 
that it’s technical, the fact that it’s utilitarian, for me, that’s a huge 
part of it. I like functional pots,” she continues, describing her love of 
the medium to which she’s dedicated her artistic and professional life. 
“That doesn’t mean they have to be boring, but I like the fact that 
they're for use in the home. I like the hominess of it. | want them to be 
in your kitchen, the thing you go to in the morning for your coffee,” she 
adds. “Right now, we're almost at the point where everything we use is 
handmade in my kitchen.” 


A native New Yorker, Behar took her first ceramics class at a small Upper 
East Side studio during her time studying at Hunter College. “I kind of 
just got instantly hooked,” she says, noting that this introduction was 
outside of school, and while the craft made an impression, and she took 
a few more classes at Hunter during her senior year, it would be some 
time before she answered ceramics’ call in earnest. 


After school, Behar began a career in television Continued on page 36

production, but she continued working with clay as a hobby. Then, a few 
years in, she decided to leave the business, for the first time, and go to 
Italy to earn a post-baccalaureate certificate in ceramics. It went well and 
cemented her focus. “After that, when I came home, I said, ‘That’s it, I’m 
only doing clay.’ | started working for a woman and doing my own thing, 
and waiting tables,” Behar says, explaining that she was finally making 
money doing ceramics as a part-time slip casting assistant, making molds 
at a small shop for mass-produced retail pottery, but she eventually tired 
of waitressing to stay afloat. Right around that time, her old TV contacts 
came calling again. 


“They pulled me back in,” she laughs, pointing out that the freelance 
nature of the television business made it harder for her to decline their 
offers. “I went back for a while, but the thing is, I was never that good 

at it, because I hated it.” Behar wanted to stop trying to fit in where she 
knew she didn’t belong. From there, the emerging artisan committed to 
studying ceramics at Sheridan College in Canada, where she truly found 
her voice at the potter’s wheel. “It was fantastic, it was exactly what I 
needed,” she says, fondly recalling the experience and vital education, 
which culminated in her winning Best in Show at her 2004 graduate show. 
“Basically I was in the studio the whole time. When that was done, I came 
back, I did one more job in TV and then I was done.” 


Full of confidence in her abilities, Behar opened a studio in the Bronx 
and began selling at both wholesale and retail ceramics shows. She was 
starting to make a name, but she was craving a different life. With a new 
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husband, Alphonso Scotti, and baby son, the Hamptons seemed like the 
perfect place to go. “I was done with the city,” Behar says, pointing out 
that she’d grown up staying with her mother, comedian Joy Behar, in 
Sagaponack and East Hampton, and had a longtime love of the area. 


Behar has since built an impressive body of work featuring an array 

of lively, individually handmade pieces, leading to gallery shows and 
accolades, including the cover of the 2015 Potter’s Council calendar, a 
feature with Ceramics Monthly and more. Each bowl, mug, plate or table 
accessory demonstrates her excellent talent for creating unique forms and 
hand-painted glaze design motifs. 


“It’s a lot of science. It’s a lot of muscle memory. It’s very physical. And 
then there’s the aesthetics. It’s three-dimensional and two-dimensional, 
so you have to decide where you’re going to pay more attention 
sometimes,” Behar says. “For me, form is very important. I like to challenge 
notions. I like to also think of myself as being a 21st century potter, not 
someone who’s trying to replicate something from 10,000 years ago, but 
still appreciating,” she continues. “There are so many pots you can make, 
there are cups, there are vases—but how do you make it yours? How do 
you push it forward?” 


Now flourishing in her Sag Harbor studio, surrounded by beautiful, 
functional works of art only she could make, it appears Behar has found 
her answer.

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LLC ANONYMITY IN 
REAL ESTATE 
TRANSACTIONS 

IS NO LONGER AVAILABLE 


On September 13, 2019, limited liability companies (LLCs) lost the ability to offer anonymity of 
their owners in residential real estate deals throughout the State of New York. Now, real property 
transfer tax returns, relating to residential property, sold or purchased by a limited liability company, must 
offer transparency by including ownership information about any LLC transacting in the deal. Residential 
property refers to one-to-four-family dwelling units. The ownership information required to 

be included on the return is the identification, by names and business addresses, of all of the 
members, managers, and any other authorized persons of the company. If there are no such 
members, managers and other authorized persons, the return should identify the shareholders, directors, 
officers, members, managers and partners of any other business entity that is a member, manager or 
authorized person of the limited liability company. 


Before sellers and buyers start freaking out that their identity will now become readily available, it’s 
important to note that this practice has been successfully implemented in New York City since 
2015 and the real estate market has remained vibrant ever since. Beyond the market’s continued 
success, LLCs have remained an important tool in real estate transactions in the city. The reason that LLCs 
have remained an important tool in the city for real estate transactions goes to their true purpose, which is 
not anonymity. The true purpose of an LLC, as the name says, is to limit liability of the owners. 


An LLC limits the liability of its owners by capping liability at the LLC’s asset level and does not 
expose the owner’s other assets to such liability. To illustrate, imagine a rental house that is owned by 
an LLC, “Don’t Sue Me, LLC,” which, in turn, is owned by Wanda and Jake Smith. The rental house has a fair 
market value of $1 million and no mortgage. Wanda and Jake Smith have a combined net worth of $5 
million ($4 million in assets outside of the house). The Smiths’ tenant, Sally, has a wild party at the house 
and her friend Tom, sadly, is seriously injured when he falls off of the deck because the railing was not 
secure and it gave way when he leaned on it. The injury was so serious that Tom’s back required a fusion 
surgery and he has been unable to return to work ever since, being rendered permanently disabled. In 
response to his injuries, Tom sues both Don’t Sue Me, LLC and Wanda and Jake Smith seeking damages for 
their negligence (premises liability) in the amount of $5 million. In response, Wanda and Jake Smith move 
the court to dismiss Tom’s case against them personally, because they are shielded from such case through — 
their ownership of the property in an LLC. As required, this motion is granted by the court and the Smiths 
are personally out of the lawsuit.

LLC ANONYMITY IN 
REAL ESTATE TRANSACTIONS 
IS NO LONGER AVAILABLE 


After the dismissal against the Smiths, Tom persists in the case and ultimately prevails while obtaining a $3 
million judgment against Don’t Sue Me, LLC, which carried a $1 million general liability policy. Because the 
insurance policy fell short of the judgment amount, Tom is able to take ownership of the rental house. 

But, thanks to the LLC’s protection, Wanda and Jake Smith maintain a net worth of $4 million. The Smiths 
owe a lot to their LLC ownership because without it, Wanda and Jake Smith would have been down to $3 
million ([$5 million net worth + $1 million insurance] - $3 million judgment). This is why, irrespective of 
anonymity, an LLC is necessary when owning rental property. 


Would the situation have resulted differently if, even with owning the real estate in an LLC, 
Wanda Smith had personally, but negligently, constructed the deck and railing, which was the 
situs of the injury? Yes. An LLC does not protect an owner from personal acts of negligence. So an LLC 
should hire licensed and insured home improvement contractors and not play handyman if such LLC wants 
to enjoy the full protections of the ownership structuring. 


Would the situation have resulted differently if, even with owning the real estate in an LLC, Wanda and . omer 
Jake Smith never filled out their corporate book, never drafted an operating agreement, never assigned the ! 
membership interests of the LLC, never established a corporate checking account, commingled assets with eee poeta 
their other entities and personal accounts, and failed to observe all other corporate formalities like annual ceae 
meetings, voting and the like? Yes. An LLC alone does almost nothing. To obtain protection from an LLC, 
an owner must observe many rules of the game rather than exercising complete dominion and 
control over the entity. Filing for ownership online does almost nothing for a real estate 

owner. Instead, being guided on corporate formalities is the name of the game when seeking counsel 

on business entities. 
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Would the situation have resulted differently if rather than owning the real estate in an LLC, it was owned 
by a corporation? Nope. An LLC and a corporation are both viable ownership options to limit 
liability. However, an LLC doesn’t have to file a Form 1120 for the business or report the profit and loss 
of the individuals on a K-1, so it’s typically the preferred ownership structure where the owners aren’t self- 
employed by the entity (LLCs, unlike S-Corporations, have to pay self-employment tax of 15.3%). 


In all, the LLC remains quite useful for real estate ownership and should continue to enjoy its day 
in the sun with respect to rental property ownership. However, anonymity is no longer one of those 
advantages and only through the maintenance of requisite corporate formalities does ownership in an LLC 
make sense. i

How did you get into art? 

I’ve always been able to draw well. When I was 
in high school, my aunt was taking some painting 
lessons and suggested that I go to a class with her 
to see if I like it. It was the first time I had picked 
up a paint brush, so it was awkward at first, but 
I stuck with it and several years later, in 2011, I 
decided to pursue it full time. 


Talk about your artistic process. 

I mostly paint still lifes but this past year I 
challenged myself by entering a few plein air 
events. When I paint still life, Il set up the 
entire composition in a shadow box, a 2’x2’ 
box that I can move a light around for different 


angles. I start with an underpainting all in burnt 
umber. Once that is dry. I’ll build up layers of 


color working from dark to light. I tend to be 
very tight when I paint, so the plein air painting 
helps me loosen up. 


Tell us a little about your use of black oil. 

I make my own medium. It’s called Maroger 
Medium. Jacques Maroger was the technical 
director of the Louvre Museum’s laboratory in 
Paris. He spent his life trying to determine the 
mediums of the Old Masters. He then taught at 
the Maryland Institute using the formulas he 
believed were used by the Old Masters. The Black 
Oil is the base for his mediums and is made by 
cooking linseed oil with litharge.

John Tocco Finds His Sea Legs with “The Little Meunaid’ 


isney’s classic 1989 film The Little Mermaid, 

based on the timeless tale by Hans Christian 
Andersen, splashes into the spotlight at Southampton 
Cultural Center’s (SCC) Levitas Center for the 
Arts on Friday, October 11, running through 
October 27. The story of a young mermaid making 
waves in her community with determination and 
musical ability bears a strong parallel to the SCC 
production’s musical director, John Tocco, a fresh- 
out-of-college 22-year-old with dreams of being a great 
composer like The Little Mermaid’s Alan Menken. 

Tocco’s involvement with the SCC show began during 
a chance encounter with a friend in the local theater 
circle. As he was pulling out of his driveway in East 
Quogue last August, Julie Crowley, who frequently 
works with SCC, approached his passenger window to 
persuade him to audition for The Little Mermaid cast. 
Seeking a paid position to succeed his nearly concluded 
summer job, he asked her if the show could make 
better use of his talents as music director. She loved 
the idea, and he aced his interview for the position 
soon after. “If you want to do the cool things [in music 
and theater], make lots of friends,” he advises: “It’s half 
craft and half who you know.” 

Tocco owes a great deal of his craft’s foundation to 
Westhampton Beach High School. “I didn’t grow up 
with Disney and musical theater the same way other 
people did. I got into theater really late in the game...I 
was a stuck-up middle-schooler who only wanted to 
listen to Metallica,” he recalls. “[But my music theory 
teacher Eric Rubinstein] was a very positive influence 
on me and a very encouraging voice.” Tocco says that 
his mentor pushed him to audition for chamber choir 


and then for the school musical at a time when he only 


considered himself a guitarist and upright bass player. 
From WHB, he attended SUNY Fredonia’s School of 
Music, where he graduated in May 2019 with degrees 
in composition and jazz guitar. 

When it came time for The Little Mermaid auditions, 
Tocco admits he wasn’t sure what to expect. He was 
blown away by the diversity, talent and passion of 
the people who ultimately made the cut,-and he was 
surprised that everybody, including director Bethany 
Dellapolla already knew each other. “I didn’t know 
anybody—I was the new person,” he says, adding 
that he was also initially concerned that the entire 
production team and half of the cast were older than 
him. “It’s always been a fear of mine that people won’t 
take me seriously because of my age, and I’ve been in 
those situations, he says. “Not only has that not been a

problem at all [with The Little Mermaid production], 
everyone has been super respectful and super kind... 
It’s personally very flattering that these people trusted 
me—somebody they didn’t know—to do this. I very 
much appreciate that everyone was willing to ride it 
out with me.” 

The SCC production of The Little Mermaid is a 
staged concert version—featuring all of the dialogue 
and musical numbers of the original film, plus a 
six-piece band and some staging and choreography. 
“Whatever you would consider to be just below a fully 
produced version of it, that’s what we’re presenting,” 
Tocco clarifies. “The way that I generally approached 
[each musical number] was if I don’t need to alter 
something, I’m not going to, especially because of the 
nature of the production...Everybody is [performing] 
because they love to do it, and they’re doing it because 
it’s fun.” 

As music director, Tocco’s job isn’t done on opening 
night—he also plays the vital role of conductor for 
the singers and musicians. “The Little Mermaid is a 
show that needs to be conducted. Some musicals are 
very rhythmic—very groove oriented,” he explains. 
“But in a show like The Little Mermaid, you have a 
lot of washy textures and tempos, where things are a 
little ambiguous.” 

Tocco adds, “This whole process with The Little 
Mermaid has been very rewarding and very fun...It’s 
very flattering that [the cast and director] were willing 
to go on this journey with me and listen to me and 
trust me.” £8.

entro, if you look it up or ask somebody in 
the know, translates from Italian as “center,” 
right in the middle of things. An etymologist with a 
gastronomic streak who knows of a certain gem in 
Hampton Bays might tell you that it actually means 
~ “ask your server to please put everything in the center 
~. of the table, because not sharing would be to deny 
your fellow diners of something special by keeping it 
all for yourself.” Here endeth the language lesson, and 
here begineth a meal you'll be talking about until... 
well, until the next time you come back to Centro 
Trattoria & Bar. 

To walk through the doors on any given night is 

to instantly be part of a celebratory glass-clinking 
- cacophony at the bar or the adjacent dining room 
filled with an array of tables, cozy pairings for two 
and festive larger parties raising glasses and filling the 
room with laughter and the well wishes of toasts. The 
entire space hums with a certain energy, like you’ve 


been invited to some sort of fabulous party. Without 
question, since its doors opened in 2016, Centro 
remains the rare restaurant that is special-occasion 
worthy while also emitting an inviting neighborhood- 
friendly feel that envelops you in the warmth of being 
a regular—whether you are one or you have just walked 
in for the first time. 

First, a cocktail. The Centro Old Fashioned, crafted 
with Woodford Reserve bourbon, is a perfect iteration 
of the classic, especially now that fall is upon us. Any of 
the Negroni choices—you know you are in good hands 
when a cocktail menu has a special section dedicated 
to the Negroni—will conjure images of sitting at an 
Italian sidewalk café, idling away the hours. For those 
who have a bit of a sweet tooth, one recent diner was 
overhead noting with a smile. that the amaretto sour 
was “like drinking marzipan.” Nothing wrong with a 
little dessert before dinner. 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves. As noted, the

convivial atmosphere here at Centro lends itself to 
sharing around the table, and the best place to enjoy 
the rustic Italian fair, often accented with a creative 
flair, is of course with the starters. 

Burrata has become everyone’s favorite first-course 
cheese, but the presentation can run the risk of getting 
monotonous. Crispy burrata, well, that’s another thing 
entirely. Panko crusted and served with watermelon, 
arugula, lavender honey, sliced almonds and a balsamic 
reduction, the namesake crisp gives way to a creamy 
cheesiness that will have your table wondering aloud 
how to nominate its creator for some kind of award in 
the world of reimagined fromage.

a flavorful, light Fritto Misto of calamari, shrimp, 
zucchini, lemon and spicy pomodoro proves the 
adage that we should not live on fried calamari 
alone (yes, there is such an adage, although solo 
fried calamari is a thing of beauty unto itself when 
done right). Moving toward the meaty, savoring 
the plate of Nonna’s Meatballs is like going back 
to your grandmother’s kitchen, regardless of her 
ancestry, for something homemade and comforting 
and worthy of a family recipe book. 

And then there is the Grilled Octopus, one of 
the East End’s true must-order dishes. Put it on 
your short list, because this is a revelation. Not a 
modicum of flavor is lost from grill to plate—the 
combination of smoky char and sea salinity in the 
tender tentacle set off perfectly by the perky, acidic 


accompaniment of peppers, red onions and capers: “FreeAts 


in a red wine vinaigrette. When a dish inspires the 
utterance of single-word rave, “Wow,” you know you 
have something special. 

Centro’s menu shines in the new-fangled and the 


traditional alike. To call the Chicken Parmigiana ~ 


portion generous would be to undersell that term, a 
perfectly tender cutlet beneath a bright tomato sauce 
and luxurious layer of cheese making you remember 
why this dish became a classic in the first place. For 
seafood lovers, the Shrimp Saltimbocca shines, a trio 
of colossal shrimp with sautéed spinach, prosciutto di 
Parma and fontina nestled atop crostini. 

Now, a trattoria is only as good as its homemade 
pasta—every size and shape here from the cavatelli 
to orecchiette to tagliatelle is exemplary—as well as 
what goes on top of it. Bolognese sauce has many 
incarnations, and there has been endless discussion 
in culinary circles as to whether “authentic” Bolognese 
should attain that name only by adhering to certain

strictures of ingredients and preparation. There is 
ongoing conversation as to the type of meat to be 
used, for example—pork, veal and beef each have their 
champions. What type of pasta should it be served 
with: a thin spaghetti or a broad pappardelle? 

Such debate is how-many-angels-can-dance-on-the- 
head-of-a-pin futile. Instead, embrace the notion that 
a bolognese made with.a care for the complexity of its 
ingredients can become the stuff of legend. And then, 
forks in hand—yes, plural, because here comes a bowl 
meant to be partaken of by every diner at the table— 
dive into the Pappardelle Bolognese. A hearty mixture 
of veal, beef and pork—ending that single-meat notion 
for all time, perhaps—San Marzano tomatoes, cream 
and Grana Padano, this is the kind of dish That eaten 
with eyes closed, will transport you. 

On the side, intriguing accompaniments include the

Crispy Polenta, in a Jenga-like plating and served 
with a roasted red pepper aioli, is an irresistible 
finger food you will no doubt alternate dipping 
into the pomodoro sauce on your plate and the 
accompanying roasted red pepper aioli. And with 
your other free hand, if you are of the school of 
thought that says Truffle Fries go with any dish, 
make sure to indulge in an order of the earthy treat.

Summnev Is Gone, But Ticks Most Cextainly Are Not 


7 icks bug everyone, and because of the diseases they 
carry, they are a real threat to humans and our 
health. Most people believe ticks are only active in the 
late spring, summer and early fall, but ticks are finding 
hosts and are actually active all year round, whenever 
the temperature is above 40 degrees. (East End Tick 
and Mosquito Control has begun treating many 
properties for year-round tick protection, performing 
traditional spray programs every four weeks from 
April to November, installing Tick Tubes in the spring 
and fall, and performing granular tick treatments in 


December and March, creating a year-round integrated : 


tick control program that works.) 

Climate plays a big role when it comes to the tick 
population—some years are much worse for ticks 
than others, like the summer we just experienced— 
and can determine how active ticks will be in the later 
months. For example, ticks thrive in humidity, and 
a wet year can boost tick populations and increase 
the number of places where they reside in. A warm 
winter can add weeks of activity for the animals 
ticks feed on, which causes them to spread to areas 


~~ 


where humans are, increasing the threat to our heath. 

Warm winter days make ticks a year-round problem 
in the northeast. Some of the more prevalent ticks in 
the northeast are the Deer Tick (blacklegged tick), 
Brown Dog Tick, American Dog Tick, Lone Star Tick 
and the new Asian Long Horned Tick. Forecasters 
predicted that this year tick population would be larger 
than usual, and here on Long Island they predicted 
correctly. Forecasters saw that this spring and summer 
temperatures were expected to be around the regional 
average, and more precipitation was anticipated, which 
later caused tick populations to be above average. 

When preparing for the 2020 tick season, it’s 
important to think about ticks on those warm winter 
days. Weather affects the tick population because of 
the role it plays in a tick’s reproductive cycle, so it’s 
important to keep the forecast in mind. A female tick 
is only able to lay eggs in a wet, warm environment, 
and once the egg hatches the new tick will need to feed 
off a host for every step of its development. A humid 
environment is essential for ticks to reproduce, and a 
wet winter and an early spring can cause female ticks 
to lay more eggs than usual. Weather later becomes a 
factor largely because of the effect it has on tick hosts 
such as mice, deer and other animals. If the mouse 
population increases, tick larvae and nymphs will have 
an easier time finding hosts and will make it easier to go 
onto the next stage of their development. Summer and 
fall months that are warmer than usual will make the 
hosts more active and increase the likelihood that ticks 
will be carried into areas that humans are in, making it 
easier to latch onto you. Be prepared!

he inherent drama, the big personalities, the 

even bigger money, the potential for conflict and 
comeuppance and some crazy storylines—real estate 
has long been a natural for Hollywood.

Mr. Blandings Builds His Dream House 
-(1948)—Imagine if Mr. Blandings had to deal 
with wetlands, the ZBA, historical societies, the 
Dongan Patent... 

The Money Pit (1986)—The potential rigors of a 
distress sale notwithstanding, this Steven Spielberg 
co-executive produced comedy is a keen reminder 
that renovations rarely go completely as planned, and 
it would be safe to assume that you're going to come in 
over budget on that next project. 

Field of Dreams (1989)— If you build it, they will 
come. At least every spec home builder and developer 
of valuable farmland hopes so. 

Pacific Heights (1990)—A renter moves into 
an apartment and all hell breaks loose when he 
starts a reno, won't move out and winds up taking 
control of both the property and the owners’ lives. 
And you thought your summer tenants were a 


challenge when they wanted the fridge stocked. 

Glengarry Glen Ross (1992)—David Mamet’s big- 
screen adaptation of his Pulitzer Prize—winning play 
gives a glimpse into the darker side of sales, and Alec 
Baldwin gives us one of moviedom’s most memorable 
monologues. Put the coffee down... 

Joe’s Apartment (1996)—Whether you're in the 
big city or out in the suburbs, the first film by MTV 
Productions is a reminder that finding an affordable 
apartment just might mean sharing space with some 
interesting roommates. 

American Beauty (1999)—Annette Bening cleans 
the kitchen, vacuums the rug, dusts the light fixtures— 
hey, whatever it takes to’ live by the mantra “I will sell 
this house today,” right? 

Closing Escrow (2007)—This mockumentary 
follows a trio of real estate agents and their quirky 
clients as they all search for a dream home—and 


ultimately wind up bidding on the same property. 
Nobody would go to such extreme, often absurd lengths 
to win that kind of war, would they? 

The Queen of Versailles (2012)—An actual 
documentary that plays like part reality TV, part 
cautionary tale, this film follows a Florida billionaire 
and his wife as they suffer a reversal of fortune in the 
midst of building a 90,000-square-foot estate during 
the 2008 financial crisis. 

99 Homes (2014)—An unemployed single father 
loses his home in foreclosure and falls in with an 
unscrupulous broker in a desperate effort to reclaim 
what was his. A potent reminder of how much the 
concept of home really means, and what lengths people 
will go for it. 

The Big Short (2015)—A two-hour lesson in 
subprime home loans, collateralized debt obligations, 
credit default swaps and why an endlessly inflating 
housing bubble is too good to be true. Unless you bet 
against it, of course. 

Pocket Listing (2016)—Watch this thriller about 
a disgraced broker lured into selling a couple’s villa as 
a drinking game, and take a shot every time you hear 
a brilliant cliché. “In order to sell houses, you need to 
make your clients feel immediately at home:” “I don’t 
just sell houses, I deal dreams.” “A pocket listing is 
every realtor’s dream—it’s the Houdini of all real estate 
deals.” “It’s not real friends, it’s real estate.” 

Honorable Mention: The Amityville Horror 
(1979)—Sure, there are swarms of flies and blood 
oozing from the walls, but did we mention it’s near the 
ocean and on the same south shore of Long Island as 
the Hamptons? gg
